Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  a  final  environmental  impact  statement  prepared  by  the 
Bureau  of  Land  Management  for  the  purpose  of  determining  actions  on 
rights-of-way  applications  related  to  the  Trailblazer  Pipeline  System.  The 
review  of  this  document  should  be  in  conjunction  with  the  final  environmental 
impact  statement  (FERC/EIS-0018)  prepared  by  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory 
Commission  (FERC)  and  distributed  to  the  public  on  September  30,  1980.

This  final  environmental  impact  statement  by  BLM  analyzes  and  presents  the 
environmental  consequences  related  to  the  issuance  of  rights-of-way  across 
public  lands  as  applied  for  in  application  numbers  W-70796,  Overthrust 
Pipeline  Company  and  W-70865,  Colorado  Interstate  Gas  Company,  presently 
before  BLM  for  consideration.  These  two  applications  are  applicable  to  the 
proposed  action  and  various  alternatives  analyzed  in  this  EIS  and 
FERC/EIS-0018. 


Written  comments  on  the  proposal  and  alternatives  contained  in  the  final 
environmental  impact  statement  prepared  by  BLM  will  be  accepted  up  to  and 
including  May  23,  1981.

FEDERAL  ENERGY  REGULATORY  COMMISSION  FEIS  FOR  THE 


TRAILBLAZER  PIPELINE  SYSTEM 


Located  in  Uinta,  Sweetwater,  Carbon,  Albany  and  Laramie  counties,  Wyoming. 

This  Final  Environmental  Impact  Statement  (FEIS)  analyzes  the  proposed  Trail- 
blazer  Pipeline  System,  various  alternatives  thereto  and  the  environmental 
consequences  of  each  as  they  relate  to  jurisdictional  actions  currently  before 
the  BLM.  The  Trailblazer  System  as  proposed  would  consist  of  an  809-mile  long, 
36-  and  24- inch  diameter,  buried  pipeline  extending  from  Uinta  County,  Wyoming 
to  Gage  County,  Nebraska.  The  system  is  designed  to  transport  approximately 
665,000  thousand  cubic  feet  per  day  (Mcfd)  of  natural  gas  from  the  Overthrust 
region  of  Colorado,  Utah  and  Wyoming  to  Rocky  Mountain,  Midwestern  and  Eastern 
markets.  Rights-of-way  to  cross  lands  administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management  would  be  required  for  any  east-west  pipeline  traversing  southern 


Wyoming.

1.  Type  of  Action  Administrative  (x)  Legislative  (  ) 

2.  Brief  Description  of  Proposed  Action 

The  preposed  action  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM)  is  the  issuance  of 
rights-of-way  across  public  lands  for  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of 
a  36-inch,  buried  pipeline.  The  pipeline  would  transport  natural  gas  from  the 
vicinity  of  Evanston,  Wyoming  to  Beatrice,  Nebraska.  Approximately  108.3  miles 
of  the  proposed  pipeline  would  be  constructed  across  federal  lands  under 
jurisdiction  of  BLM.  The  proposal  and  the  agency  authorizing  actions  required 
are  specifically  identified  in  FERC/EIS-0018.  Rights-of-way  would  be  issued  in 
response  to  applications  from  Colorado  Interstate  Gas  Company  (CIG)  and 
Overthrust  Pipeline  Company  (application  numbers  W-70865  and  W-70796, 
respectively).  No  BLM  action  is  required  for  the  Trailblazer  segment  of  the 
proposal  which  extends  approximately  from  Cheyenne,  Wyoming  to  Beatrice, 
Nebraska . 

3.  Summary  of  Environmental  Impacts 

The  environmental  impacts  anticipated  are,  for  the  most  part,  described  in  the 
FERC/EIS-0018.  By  the  application  of  BLM  standard  and  special  stipulations 
there  would  be  an  approximate  38  percent  reduction  in  surface  area  of  public 
lands  disturbed  from  that  predicted  in  the  FERC  analysis.  There  would  be 
similar  reductions  in  the  expected  impacts  to  soils,  water,  air,  vegetation  and 
cultural  resources. 

4.  Alternatives  Considered 

Alternatives  to  the  proposal  were  identified  and  analyzed  in  FERC/EIS-0018. 
Alternatives  specifically  applicable  to  BLM  authority  include: 

-  No  Action 

-  Proposed  Action 

-  MAPCO  Adjustment 

One  additional  alternative  has  been  identified  and  analyzed  by  BLM  in  this  EIS. 
This  is: 

-  Red  Rim  Adjustment 

Other  alternatives  to  the  proposal  such  as  pipeline  size,  markets,  system  design 
and  major  operational  alternatives  are  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  BLM's  action, 
were  analyzed  by  the  FERC  staff  and  will  not  be  considered  as  BLM  alternatives 
within  this  EIS.

This  Final  EIS  is  being  provided  to  all  state  and  federal  agencies,  interest 
groups  and  individuals  who  received  copies  of  FERC/EIS-0018.

CHAPTER  1 


ALTERNATIVES  INCLUDING  THE  PROPOSED  ACTION 


A.  Purpose  and  Need  for  the  Action 

The  purpose  of  the  proposal  is  to  provide  the  capability  to  transport  up  to 
665,000  Mcfd  from  natural  gas  supply  locations  in  the  Overthrust  and  nearby  gas 
producing  formations  of  Wyoming,  through  Colorado,  to  existing  distribution 
facilities  near  Beatrice,  Nebraska.  The  applicants  are  a  consortium  of  gas 
supply  and  transportation  companies  as  listed  in  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory 
Commission's,  FEIS  dated  September  1980  (FERC/EIS-0018).  The  Trailblazer 
proposal,  a  natural  gas  pipeline  is  divided  into  three  segments  for  the  purpose 
of  financing,  construction  and  operation.  The  Overthrust  and  CIG  segments 
involve  some  108.3  miles  of  public  lands  administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management  (BLM)  in  Wyoming.  The  Trailblazer  segment ,  traversing  state  and 
private  lands  in  Wyoming,  Colorado  and  Nebraska,  involves  no  public  lands  and 
therefore  will  not  be  considered  in  this  analysis  (for  segment  locations  see  the 
FERC-EIS) . 

Rights-of-way  for  crossing  federal  lands  must  be  obtained  from  BLM  prior  to 
project  construction.  BLM  has  authority  and  jurisdiction  for  issuance  of 
rights-of-way  over  federal  lands  in  southern  Wyoming  which  would  be  traversed  by 
pipeline  segments  now  under  application  by  Overthrust  Pipeline  Company  (W-70796) 
and  Colorado  Interstate  Gas  Company  (W-70865). 

B.  Preposed  Action 

The  preposed  action  is  the  issuance  of  108.3  miles  of  50-foot  right-of-way  over 
lands  administered  by  BLM.  Use  of  additional  25  feet  would  be  authorized  for 
construction  purposes  under  a  temporary  use  permit  (TUP).  Rights-of-way  would 
be  issued  only  in  compliance  with  Wyoming  BLM  standard  stipulations  and  as 
specified  in  the  Operation  Plan  submitted  by  the  applicant  and  approved  by  the 
BLM.  Included  in  the  standard  stipulations  is  a  requirement  that  surface 
disturbance  (clearing  and  blading)  be  restricted  to  only  that  necessary  for 
construction  of  the  pipeline.  Other  stipulations  contained  in  FERC/EIS-0018, 
would  be  required  and  the  right-of-way  grant  would  be  conditioned  on  acceptance 
by  the  proponent  companies  of  all  standard  and  special  stipulations  contained 
therein. 

C.  Alternatives  to  the  Proposed  Action 
Alternatives  available  to  the  BLM  include: 

1.  No  Action  -  Rights-of-way  would  not  be  granted  to  construct  and 
operate  the  pipeline  across  federal  lands.  This  alternative  was 
analyzed  in  FERC/EIS-0018. 

2.  MAPCO  Alternative  -  This  represents  an  alternate  route  analyzed  by 
FERC/EIS-0018.  This  route  would  deviate  from  the  proposal  by  going 
south  of  the  proposed  route,  following  an  existing  MAPCO  10-inch 
liquid  hydrocarbon  pipeline  between  mileposts  0  and  21  of  the 
Overthrust  segment. 
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3. 


Red  Rim  Alternative  -  This  represents  an  alternative  route  identified 
by  the  Rawlins  District,  BLM,  to  avoid  crossing  a  known  coal  area 
with  potential  for  development.  The  change  in  route  would  occur 
between  mileposts  158.4  and  164.7  and  would  add  2.2  miles  to  the 
length  of  the  pipeline.  Map  1  shows  the  routing  of  this  alternative 
as  compared  to  the  proposed  action. 


D.  Alternatives  Considered  but  Eliminated  from  Detailed  Analysis 

Several  alternatives  dealing  with  the  total  proposal  were  considered  by  FERC  and 
were  analyzed  or  eliminated  from  further  consideration  in  FEKC/EIS-0018.  These 
alternatives  include  those  such  as  major  system  design,  pipeline  size  and 
expansion  of  existing  pipelines.  While  these  alternatives  were  analyzed  on  a 
project  level,  they  are  not  available  to  BLM  as  alternatives  to  right-of-way 
issuance  and  will  not  be  analyzed  further  in  this  EIS. 

Route  alternatives  examined  in  FERC/EIS-0018  and  eliminated  from  detailed 
consideration  include  the  Rock  Springs,  Green  River  and  Western  Over thrust 
Segment  alternatives.  Although  these  alternatives  are  considered  to  be  within 
the  purview  of  BLM  for  purposes  of  right-of-way  issuance,  they  are  being 
eliminated  from  further  analysis  in  this  EIS  for  the  same  reasons  as  shown  in 
FERC/EIS-0018. 

E.  Agency  Preferred  Alternative 

The  preferred  alternative  as  identified  in  FERC/EIS-0018  is  also  determined  to 
be  BLM's  preferred  alternative  with  the  following  exceptions: 

1.  BLM  prefers  that  the  route  identified  as  the  MAPOO  alternative  not  be 
used  but,  rather,  follow  the  route  orginally  proposed  between  milepost 
21  and  the  Nightingale  compression  station. 

2.  BLM  prefers  that  the  Red  Rim  alternative  (Alternative  #3  in  this  EIS) 
be  used  between  mileposts  158.4  and  164.7. 


CHAPTER  2 

AFFECTED  ENVIRONMENT 


FERC/EIS-0018  describes  the  environment  which  would  be  affected  by  the  proposed 
BLM  action  and  alternatives,  thus  that  portion  of  FERC/EIS-0018  is  made  a  part 
of  this  EIS  by  reference  and  by  adoption. 

The  Red  Rim  alternative  would  shift  the  proposed  route  approximately  one  mile 
northward  between  mileposts  158.4  and  164.7.  There  would  be  no  significant 
change  in  the  affected  environments  between  the  proposed  action  as  described  in 
FERC/EIS-0018  and  this  alternative  with  the  exception  that  the  alternative  would 
traverse  lands  which  are  not  underlain  by  potentially  developable  coal.

CHAPTER  3 


ENVIRONMENTAL  CONSEQUENCES 


A.  Environmental  Impacts  of  Alternatives 

1.  Proposed  Action 

The  environmental  consequences  of  issuing  rights-of-way  as  proposed 
are  analyzed  in  FERC/EIS-0018.  The  FERC  EIS  estimated  that  the  land 
surface  and  vegetation  would  be  disturbed  and  secondary  impacts  would 
accrue  on  975  acres  of  federal  lands.  This  estimate  was  based  on  the 
assumption  that  the  entire  width  of  the  right-of-way  and  temporary  use 
area  would  be  bladed  and  cleared  of  vegetation.  Specifically, 
clearance  of  all  vegetation  from  the  full  7  5- foot  width  of  the 

right-of-way  and  temporary  use  area  for  108.3  miles  of  public  lands 
would  disturb  soil  and  remove  existing  vegetation  on  about  975  acres 
over  the  CIG  and  Overthrust  segments.  BUM  would  not  allow  total 

clearance  of  the  right-of-way  except  where  physically  necessary  for 
construction  purposes.  Much  of  the  right-of-way  would  require  blading 
widths  of  no  more  than  31  feet  for  actual  pipeline  construction. 

Based  on  knowledge  of  the  terrain  and  topography  to  be  traversed  by 
the  route,  no  more  than  approximately  62  percent  of  the  public  land 
right-of-way  would  actually  be  disturbed.  This  would  reduce  the 
disturbance  on  public  lands  to  an  estimated  600  acres,  a  reduction  of 
375  acres  from  that  estimated  in  FERC/EIS-0018.  The  reduction  in 
acreage  expected  to  be  disturbed  would  also  result  in  similar 
reduction  (as  estimated  in  FERC/EIS-0018)  of  those  impacts  to  soils, 
vegetation,  air,  water,  wildlife  and  cultural  resources  which  are 
directly  attributable  to,  or  indirectly  derivable  from,  surface 
disturbance.  There  would  be  no  significant  change  in  impacts  to 

socioeconomic  or  noise  from  those  analyzed  in  the  FERC  EIS. 

2.  MAPCO  Alternative 

The  MAPCO  alternative  is  described,  and  the  environmental  consequences 
analyzed,  in  FERC/EIS-0018.  The  restriction  of  surface  disturbance 
(blading  and  clearing  constraints)  to  the  MAPCO  alternative  would 
result  in  a  similar  and  near-equal  reduction  of  impacts  as  discussed 
in  1,  above. 

3.  Red  Rim  Alternative 

This  alternative  would  be  about  2.2  miles  longer  than  the  proposed 
action,  resulting  in  the  disturbance  of  about  20  additional  acres. 
This  pipeline  route  would  go  north  of  a  Known  Recoverable  Coal 
Resource  Area,  which  would  avoid  having  to  move  the  pipeline  if  the 
coal  were  mined  later.  This  would  result  in  increased  disturbance  of 
about  20  acres  and  would  add  an  unquantified  amount  of  secondary 
impacts  to  those  already  identified  in  FERC/EIS-0018.  These  would  be 
of  the  same  order  and  in  proportion  to  those  discussed  under 
paragraph  A.l,  above.  There  would  be  no  change  in  the  number  of 
employees  or  the  amount  of  equipment  needed. 
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B.  Unavoidable  Adverse  Impacts 


The  unavoidable  adverse  inpacts  identified  in  FERC/EIS-0018  are  valid  and  are 
expected  to  occur  in  the  manner  described.  It  must  be  noted,  hcwever,  that  the 
magnitude  of  the  unavoidable  adverse  impacts  related  to  land  disturbance  that 
are  expected  to  occur  on  public  lands  will  be  reduced  approximately  38  percent 
from  the  levels  identified  in  FERC/EIS-0018  (A.l,  above).  Public  land  affected 
is  reduced  from  975  acres  to  approximately  600  acres  because  of  the  right-of-way 
clearing  width  restriction. 

C.  Short-Term  Use  Versus  Long-Term  Productivity 

Although  the  life  of  the  pipeline  is  expected  to  be  25  years  or  more,  the 
short-term  use  of  the  land  is  considered  to  be  the  construction  period  plus  five 
years  for  complete  reclamation.  During  the  five  year  reclamation  period,  the 
productivity  of  the  disturbed  lands  would  be  returned  to  pre-disturbance  levels. 

This  level  of  productivity  would  be  continued  but  the  vegetative  cover 
composition  would,  through  natural  succession,  gradually  change  from  the  seeded 
grass  species  to  a  native  shrub-grass  complex.  This  natural  succession  process 
is  expected  to  occur  over  an  extended  period. 

D.  Irreversible  and  Irretrievable  Commitment  of  Resources 

Due  to  the  nature  of  the  impact  associated  with  the  proposal,  no  irreversible 
commitments  of  resources  were  identified. 

The  short-term  productivity  of  the  disturbed  areas  and  the  benefits  therefrom 
would  be  irretrievably  lost  for  the  period  during  which  construction  and 
rehabilitation  occurs. 


CHAPTER  4 

CONSULTATION  AND  COORDINATION 

This  Final  Environmental  Impact  Statement  was  prepared  and  filed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Regulations  for  Implementing  the  Procedural  Provisions  of  the 
National  Environmental  Policy  Act,  40  CFR  1500-1508.  Specifically,  40  CFR 
1506.3  provides  that  "If  the  actions  covered  by  the  original  environmental 
impact  statement  and  the  proposed  action  are  substantially  the  same,  the  agency 
adopting  another  agency's  statement  is  not  required  to  recirculate  it  except  as 
a  final  statement."
